Tar Chinese Foreign Customs Reports for 
last year contain numerous references to the 
opium ‘trade, and ‘the effect on it of the re. 
| gulations wade under tho Additional Article 
of'the-Chefoo Convention, Mr, Wurrs, the 
Commissioner at Canton, says that. ihe .im- 
portation of the drugin foreign vessels nt 
that: port showed a. steady decline year by 
year until in 1882 the amount only reached 
17 piculs. During the -Franco-Chinese hor. 
tilities the amount. ndvanced, and in 1884 
reached 98,000 piculs, In 1886 there wasa 
decline ‘to, 1,070 jpiculs. The reason for 
the preference shown to native vessels,” says 
Mr. Wurre, ‘is not far to soek-: low freight 
jandlow.duty formed a tempting bait to na 
tive merchunts, who were content torun the 
tiske of a short voyage rather than pr} 
higher Fates and ‘obtain insurance, with the’ 
disadvantage of bemg called upon to pay the 
tariff duty, These disadvantages. now no 
longer obtain, ‘and the result is plainly 
shown by the fact that-during the eleven 
months, commencing ‘on. the Ist February 
and ending on the 31st December the im- 
portation amounted to 7,657.68 piculs,. Un- 
Jer the existing ‘regulations valuable’ pri« 
vilegea are attached to daly certificated 
drug in the intarior, which ‘stoald be, 
and doubtless are, sufficient attraction 
to the trader, and go far towards the 
repression. of amuegling.”
